Another interesting event of the 
week will be the night session of 
school on Friday evening, Novem- 
ber 18, from 7 to 9 o'clock. Classes 
will be held in the Fifth, Sixth, 
Seventh and Eighth grades, and ex- 
cept for the necessary shortening of 
class periods will be as nearly like 
the school day as possible.

Boro Zoning Tilt Fizzles—Truce 
Brings a Four -Word Compromise 



The charge of dynamite care- 
fully prepared to blow the Nar- 
berth Zoning ordinance to pieces 
was ignited Wednesday before 
Judge J. Ambler Williams in 
Norristown, but instead of ex- 
ploding, it died with a weak fizz. 

The case was the appeal of -Mrs. 
Mary A. Fleming from the ruling 
of the Adjustment Board, which 
granted her permission to erect a 
gas station on her property at 
Montgomery and Haverford 
avenues, but did not re-zone her 
place, which is in a residence 
district, to permit of other busi- 
ness. 

The ruling, which allowed a 
change from an old blacksmith 
shop on the property, was simply 
a change of use, and gave no com- 
fort to the score of other property 
owners along the pike who want- 
ed to make business buildings out 
of their properties. 

As ' a result Theodore Lane 
Bean, attorney for Mrs. Fleming, 
prepared a voluminous appeal, 
asking the court to set aside the 
Adjustment Board ruling and to 
declare the Zoning Ordinance of 
the Borough of Narberth mill and 
void. 

Because advance indications gave 
promise of a general attack on the 
Zoning law, some two dozen resi- 
dents of Montgomery avenue, hope- 
ful of , a reclassification of y their 
properties, were on hand. There 
were also several opponents of any 
change in the residential status. 

The withdrawal of the zoning at- 
tack by Mr. Bean left the case high 
and dry. Instead of arguments and 
counter arguments, with tcstimom 



by those wishing to change the law. 
there was a three-minute bar con- 
ference and the case was over. 

Apparently Mr. Bean had read 
some of the State and Supreme 
Court decisions on zoning the night 
before the hearing, and had realized 
the futility of an attempt to upset 
the local law. 

When the case was called, 
Borough Solicitor Fletcher \V. 
Stites and Mr. Bean went up to 
the bar. "I understand you 
gentlemen have reached an agree- 
ment." said ]iu\sc. Williams. 

The agreement, it was explain- 
ed, was a compromise by which 
the words "and emergency auto- 
mobile accessories" was to be add- 
ed to the business permitted by 
the Adjustment Board ruling. No 
dislodging of the zoning act was 
involved. 

Before Judge Williams was a 
I o-page appeal written by Mr. 
Bean, which included opinions to 
the effect that the Zoning law was 
"illegal,'" "void," "unreasonable." 
"oppressive," "unfair and unjust." 
Tt declared that the law does not 
promote "either the health, or the 
safety, or the morals, or the 
general welfare" of the borough. 

"The decision you have reach- 
ed," said the Judge, "is quite 
simple, but there seems to be a 
great deal of other material in

Water supplied the Main Line 
by the Philadelphia Suburban 
Water Company has been unsat- 
isfactory from the standpoint of 
public health for the past three 
months. This was the statement 
made by Chemist David Wilbur 
Horn at the November meeting of 
the Lower Merion Board of 
Health, held Monday night in the 
township building at Ardmore. 

Tests made on an average of 
over six times a month almost in- 
variably showed a plus culture of 
bacillus coli in the 10 c. c. count 
during August, September and 
October, Dr. Horn reported; Plus 
-qultures had'appeared- ratheCwilis . 
rrea^ierrtfy'unfil recefftty/AVherrihe 3 Thigh t be antagoniz 
health board's chemist found the 
bacteria count continued high each 
time he made a test. 

The use of more chlorine in the 
water, to purify it and make it 
safer for drinking purposes, was 
recommended by Dr. Bertr-and 
K. Wilbur, president of the board, 
in a letter which he and Chemist 
Horn were authorized at Mon- 
day's meeting to write the water 
company. 

A high bacteria count in milk 
served the township during the 
past month was reported by Dr. 
G. W. Grim, milk control officer. 
This is attributed to the action of 
dairies in removing refrigerating 
protection from their wagons dur- 
ing varying October weather. The 
unusually warm days caused the 
milk to become heated, with an 
increased bacterial content as a 
result. The high count is regard- 
ed as only temporary, now that 
cold weather has set in perma- 
nently.

Montgomery county on Tues- 
day staged one of the dullest elec- 
tions within the memory of its 
oldest residents. Comparatively 
few voters appeared at the polls, 
but those few were sufficient to 
give the Republican ticket in the 
county and in the township large 
majorities. 

Neither of the two judges, 
Knight, of the common pleas 
court, nor Holland, of the Or- 
phans' Court, had opposition, and 
both were elected bv votes of over 
•I.'i.OdO. William H. Fox, candi- 
date for county treasurer, was also 
unopposed and received a ballot 
of 32,300. The remaining 13 mem- 
bers of the county Republican 
ticket had Democratic opponents, 
but all were swept into office by 
pluralities of 1(!,000. 

Only one county office went to 
the Democrats, and this was that 
of minority representative on the 
county commission, alloted them 
by law. A contest for this post 
between Dr. J. Rein Keelor, in- 
cumbent, and Francis Hayes, was 
won by Keelor, who was given 
votes here and there by Republi- 
can organization members. His 
plurality was approximately 3000. 
The only place where there was 
the semblance of a fight was over 
the question as to whether or not 
the county should build a tubercu- 
losis hospital. A yes and no vote 
was required on this, as the ques- 
tion had been placed on the ballots 
by petition. 

Opposed by the county com- 
missioners, this project was fought 
strongly in some sections. of the 
county, and in othersjvwfiere it was 
feareds thafedbe-v iQ^gLgWtocate 

ty^in out- 
ind-out fight, it was mentioned 
but little or not at all. Even with 
this unorganized campaign, the 
county organization leaders, de- 
feated the hospital by a majority 
of over 1500. 

In the borough there was no op- 
position to the regular slate chosen

didates were nominated on both 
tickets, and lost no sleep worrying 
about the outcome. There were

Dog Licenses Higher 

The Bureau of Animal Industry. 
Pennsylvania Department of Agri- 
culture, in forwarding to County 
Treasurers the 1928 dog license 
tags, has called attention to the sev- 
eral changes in the license fees, made 
by the recent General Assembly. 

Kennel license fees have been in- 
creased to $10.00 for 10 dogs or less, 
and $20.00 for more than 10 dogs. 

Applicants for a spayed female 
licence must present a certificate 
from a veterinarian or an affidavit 
from the owner. 

All half rate licenses have been 
abolished. 

Duplicate tags are only furnished 
upon presenting the original receipt 
and paying a fee of 60 cents. 

There are other changes in the 
Dog law, but they do not become 
effective until January 15, 192S.
